Manilla, Aug. S.— Agulnaldo hat ap- 
pealed to the powers for "reeognltlon 
of Filipino independence," In a docu- 
ment dated from Tarlac, July 27, and 
•ISDcti bjr Buencamioo. It has been re- 
oolTed by all the foreign eonenla tn lla- 
nllla with the request that they for- 
ward It to their respective govern- 
ments. 

The Flllplnoe use tbelr old argu- 
ment that they had conquered the bot- 

ereignty of these Islands from Spain 
before the signing of the treaty of 
Paris, and therefore Spain was In no 
posltioit to cede them to the Uirtted 
Statee. They argue that the poasea- 
Blon of 7,000 of the Spanish prisoners 
captured with their arms, fighting 
against the Filipinos, "is eloquent proof 
of the nullity of Spanish sovereignty, 
aa when they surrendered Spain's hold 
was irrevocaUy lost" The document 
then says: 

"Replying to the Spanlah commia- 
alon's requests to release the prisoners- 
because Spain no longer has political 
Intrrfsts in the islands we asked for 
a treaty of peace and friendship be- 
tween Spain and the Filipinos, whereby 
the prisoners would be released. But 
the commissioners refused because it 
would mean recognition of our inde- 
pendence. This la equivalent to saying 
that the prisoners moat remain in onr 
hands indefinitely, because their pos- 
session is our most efficacious method 
to adjust our accoimt with Spain and 
Obtain her recognition of our inde- 
pendence." 

ClaimB of FiliplnoK. 

The Filipinos claim that they con- 
quered all the country except' Manilla, 
and that they eo-operated In securing 
the letter's capitulation by surround- 
ing it at the cost of thousands of lives. 
They also claim they conquered the 
country unassisted except for sixty 
guns that Admiral De^ey gave Agul- 
naldo, and that Admiral Dewey and the 
British ^d Belgian consuls recognized 
the Filipinoa' sovereignty by aaking 
permission to visit the eonntry. They 
repeat the claim that they have letters 
from American consuls and generals 
recognizing their sovereignty and 
promising that the Americans would 
recognize their independence, "which 
was at the disposition of the powers." 

The Filipinos attempted to make 
capital of the statement that Admiral 
Dewey had such confidence that Agui- 
naldo would dbserve and fulfill the 
rules of war that he gave him a hun- 
dred Spanish prisoners which the 
American navy had captured. 

Finally, the Filipinos appealed to 
the powers to infiuence Waahington 
to bring to a termination the "unjust 
war which is devastating the country. " 

Officials Not Worried. 
Washington, Aug. 8.— The state de- 
partment la entirely without informa- 
tion as to any address by Agulnaldo to 
foreign powers for the recognition of 
the Filipinos, either as belligerents or 
M CMStituting an independent gov- 
ernment The appeal is looked upon, 
however, as creating no particular 
change, as it has been the desire of 
Agulnaldo and hla associates from the 
trpi to saeurs sacli rscognitlon. The 
•MMi puts this desire into< rather for- 
mai shape, and it may bring to an la- 
sue the attitude of outside govern- 
BMBta. Hkcrt^ is no apprehension, how- 
•vw, that any foreign government will 
kMd the addres s.

Washington, Aur. 8.— Charles F. 
Neeley, director of finance for tbe post- 
offices of Cuba, bad a long conference 
with Acting Postmaster General Heath. 
He said to a reporter that the Cubans 
were much pleased with the new post- 
offlce system, which was Improving 
daily. 

He thought it was a mistake to have

War the Natural Outcome. 
Louisville. Aug. 8.— At the meeting 
of the Independent distillers of Ken- 
tucky a committee of seven of the 
most prominent distillers present was 
appointed with John P. PogM of 
MaysvlUe aa chairman to draw up a 
letter to be aent to the Kentucky Dla- 
tilleries and Warehouse company ask- 
ing for a conference in regard to limit- 
ing the production in this state from 
three to five years. Many of those in 
a position to know say that the trust 
will never consent to any sort of an 
agreement with tbe Independent peo- 
ple, and that a war between the op- 
posing interests seems to be the only 
natural outcome. 



SiiMplclouR Shipment. 
Ban rrani isco, Aug. 8.— The City of 
Peking, wbicb sailed for Hongkong by 
way of H<molulu and Yokohama, took, 
among her cargo 321.440 pounds of 
shot, the first shipment of tbe kind 
ever made to .Japan. In addition there 
were 107,660 pounds of pig lead and 
34,768 pounds of sheet lead. Just to 
what use this rather uniuual shipment 
Is going to be put Is not known, but 
suggestions have been made that It 
may be intended to smuggle Into Ma- 
nilla for Agulndido and his army. 

Autocar Company Formed., 
Pittsburg, Aug. 8.— The Autocar 
company haa been ftormed and an ap- 
plication will be made for a Pennsyl- 
vania charter. The capital stock, it Is 
said, will be |1.080,000. It is the Inten- 
tion of th« company to absorb tbe 
Pittsburg Motor Vehicle company and 
manufacture automobiles on a large 
scale. The company expects to be 
ready to manufacture 10 complete au- 
tomobllea daily after January 1 and 
employment will be given to about 60O 
men.

smallpox on July 29 and was imme- 
diately Isolated In tbe steamer's hos- 
pital where every precaution was tak- 
en to prevent a spread of the disease. 
Health Officer Doty decided to detain 
tha Koaslagtoa anjtll he could deter- 
mine tbe probable exposure of tbe pas- 
sengers and crew to the infection. 

Death of Ctovemor Atkinson. 
Newman, Qa., Aug. 8.— Former Gov- 
ernor W. Y. Atkinson died at bis res- 
idence at 8:62 a. m. He had been ill 
for 10 days and bis pbysiciaas gave up 
hope for bis recovery several days ago. 
Governor Atkinson was one of the 
leaders of the Democratic party in this 
state. During the Spanlah-Amerlcan 
war Governor Atkinson took gr-it in- 
terest In tbe organization of volun- 
teer regiments for service and obtain- 
ed many conceasions from Washington 
for the Oeorgla soldiers.

He was sent here as an envoy 
extraordiflary from the Italian embas- 
sy in Washington to Investigate the 
lynching of the Ave ItatlaBS at Tallu- 
lah. Marquis Romano goea back with 
a lot of papers and statements. He took 
considerable evidence in Vlcksburg as 
to the citizenship of tbe five men, and 
according to his evidence /they were all 
loyal subjects of King Humbert.

P«e«IUir Aoeldent on the Cl^dnoMl 
Bonthern Road. 
Somerset, Ky., Aug. 8.— Twenty-two 

freight ra;-fl furnished fuel f jr a 
smouldering fire in tunnel No. 4 on the 
Cincinnati Southern, and tlis company

The fire Is the result of a rather pe- 
culiar railroad accident. Freight train 
No. 41, southbound, had passed Somer- 
set, Ky., and reached tunnel No. 4.

One of these was a tank 
ear containing oil and next to It was a 
car of naphtha. These cars were about 
In the center of the train and they were 
about in thr rriddle of the tunnel when 
they exploded from causes not known. 
Instantly the tunnel waa Jammed. 

The engine and a few cars In front 
pulled out of the tunnel In* safety and 
a \vrf ( king train was dlspatclu d from 
Somerset, which pulled out the cabooE? 
and the uninjured cars composing the 
uninjured portion of the freight. Mean- 
time the oil caught fire, but so tight! y 
was thr wreckaca vadftA thai the fire 
smouldered. 

The train crew escaped Injury. It Is 
expected the timnel will be cleared be- 
fore night The 23 ears oaufht In loe 
tunnel wlil pratiablf be ttTf MM a 
total loss.
